The for- 
mer wanted cotton trade and the 
latter wished to establish a 
French emperor in Mexico. 


But in that dreary autumn two 
Russian fleets unexpectedly ap- 
peared in American waters, one 
in the Pacific and the other in the 
Atlantic. Six war ships put into 
port at San Francisco and a like 
number at New York. 


The people of the Union re- 
joiced. Those of the South con- 
demned. What seemed an obvious 
assumption was also bolstered by 
wishful thinking. The czar had 
sent his two fleets to warn Great 
Britain and France not to inter- 
vene in the war on the side of the 
Confederacy. 


Among those who believed the 
Russians had come to fight with 
the Union if the French and 
British entered war, was Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, who later wrote: 


“Black are our shores with the 
beasts of December, 

Fettered and chill is the rivu- 
let’s flow 

Throbbing and worn are the 
hearts that remember 

Who was our friend when the 
world was our foe.” 


Truth Suspected

The czar was about to go to war 
with France and England over 
Poland. The United States was 
close to war with Britain, and this 
rivalry the Russians wished to ex- 
ploit. Edward Stoeckl, Russian 
minister to Washington, had ex- 
pressed himself to the czar that 
“The United States in rivalry with 
Great Britain was the best guar- 
antee against the ambitious proj- 
ects and political egotism of the 
Anglo-Saxon race.” 


Nonetheless, the Polish uprising 
and the South in rebellion did 
create a very superficial alliance 
based on mutual trouble. 


Secret Stuff 


This, of course, was all secret 
stuff for the archives. It was po- 
litically popular for candidates 
for the Congress to express their 
warm appreciation to the czar for 
his magnanimous gesture of send- 
ing his fleet to San Francisco and 
New York. This fact explains a 
somewhat typical example of im- 
pulsive American emotionalism. 


In April of 1866 a Russian revo- 
lutionary, Dimitry Karakozov, 
made an attempt to assassinate 
Czar Alexander. The effort failed. 
In July a U.S. congressional dele- 
gation and a detachment of the 
U.S. Fleet, arrived in Russia to 
congratulate the czar on his 
“miraculous escape.” Chairman 
of the group was Gustavus Vasa 
Fox, assistant secretary of the 
Navy. 


Delivery of congratulations to 
the czar was awkwardly done, 
causing it to appear somewhat ri- 
diculous. Russia had freed her 
serfs during the war when the 
United States had ended slavery. 
Somehow, the United States had 
received a report that would-be 
Socialist assassin Karakozov was 
a Russian noble, angry over the 
ezar’s emancipation of his serfs. 
The czar saw to it that the con- 
trolled press explained the em- 
barrassing reflection of the czar’s 
nobles and all was forgiven. 


Fox and the czar discussed pos- 
sible U.S. Naval bases on the 
Mediterranean to help protect the 
Black Sea from the British fleet 
and to share also in the impend- 
ing partition of the Ottoman em- 
pire. 


All that came of this superficial 
alliance was the eventual sale of 
Alaska.

TOKYO (UPI)—Peiping radio 
Wednesday formally announced 
Mao Tse-tung would step down 
as president of Communist China 
to devote full time to party af- 
fairs, including the stepped-up 
drive to impress 500 million Chi- 
nese into “‘people’s communes.” 


The communes — self-contained 
units responsible for agriculture, 
industry, trade, education and mil- 
itary training—would place at the 
disposal of the Chinese bosses the 
biggest forced labor army in his- 
tory. The scheme dwarfs even the 
collectivization plans of the So- 
viets. 

Mao's decision to relinquish the 
post of chairman or chief of state 
of the Peiping regime which he 
had held since 1954 was an- 
nounced in a communique issued 
by the Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party. 


The communique broadcast by 
radio Peiping did not name the 
successor to Mao. But reports 
reaching Tokyo earlier said aging 
Marshal Chu Teh would move up 
from his present post as vice 
chairman. 

The communique said that the 
committee approved the ‘“‘sugges- 
tion” by Mao to leave his govern- 
ment post at a meeting in Wu- 
chang in central China last week.

The magnitude of the task facing the 


Vandiver administration and the next 
General Assembly looms larger every 
day. Tuesday State Treasurer George 
Hamilton said in Gainesville that the bal- 
ance in the state treasury is at its lowest 
ebb in the 26 years he has held that 
office. 

Auditor Thrasher backs him up with 
apalyses which show the alternative to 
reducing spending is additional taxes. 

Citizens, of course, will ask them- 
selves the question once again: How did 
we get this way? 

Mr. Vandiver and others have tried 
to give them the answer. The state has 
been on an extended spending spree 
which only the most determined action 
can halt. It is witnessing the demise of 
an administration which will break all 
records for wasteful, irresponsible and 
extravagant fiscal practices. 

Who’s responsible for this state of 
affairs? The electorate, of course, chose 
the men in office. It was beguiled with 
prejudice and promises of no additional 
taxes. It was misled into believing you 
can have your cake and eat it. “Just 
leave it to us,” they were told and what 
a lesson they have learned! 

The General Assembly, with im- 
proper information on which to base 
judgments and browbeaten by an exec- 
utive department which has become all- 
powerful, must shoulder its share of 
blame, too. Assisted by the incoming 
governor, it is now showing signs of life 
and of recovering from its legislative 
inertia. 

It has been proved rather conclusive- 
ly that present legislative and executive 
machinery is not adequate to the task of 
running a 330-million-dollar-a-year busi- 
ness. The new administration recognizes 
it has no choice except to tackle the un- 
pleasant task head-on. It will take time 
and it will be given time to do a thor- 
ough job. 

No longer will the old platitudes and 
excuses suffice. There is no way to evade 
decisions which should have been made 
long ago except to ask Georgians to jn- 
dulge failure with new taxes. 

These inheritances of the Vandiver 
administration will be long in untan- 
gling. We’re grateful he seems ready and 
willing to tackle the job.

Stories of uprisings in China perhaps 
have been exaggerated. There are no in- 
dications that the Communist hold has 
weakened nor that this massive effort to 
turn a nation of individualists into an ant 
hill will be shunted aside. Mao, as chief 
architect and interpreter of Communist 
doctrine, will remain the most powerful 
force on the mainland. 

Moscow has appeared restive recently 
over Red China’s independent aggressive- 
ness. While sooner or later the interests 
of the two countries are bound to clash, 
there are still more ties—economic and 
political—which bind them together. 
Western diplomacy should work to in- 
crease the divisions without falling into 
traps set by either or both. 


School Board’s Action 
Opens Pandora’s Box 


Damage to the cause of education in 
the state by the State Board of Educa- 
tion’s abrupt request for an additional 
23 million dollars this week in the face 
of a developing state financial crisis will 
be considerable. 

First result of it is the proposal by 
Rep.-elect Herschel Lovett of Laurens 
that the state abolish the 12th grade and 
repeal compulsory attendance laws. Only 
in the last few years did passage of these 
laws tend to put Georgia on an equal 
basis with other states in developing its 
high school and elementary programs. 

The board action will bring addi- 
tional cries for hasty and untempered 
actions detrimental to the cause of 
real education. The danger of perma- 
nent damage to the system is not imag- 
inary. Twelve grades and compulsory 
attendance laws came about as a result 
of economic and social needs of the state. 
To abolish them would be to go back- 
ward. Such an approach is shortsighted 
and unrealistic. 

Til-considered moves which would 
weaken the state’s education efforts at 
a time when they should be strength- 
ened will not be necessary if a little in- 
telligent thought and study are applied. 
The education department and the state 
board would do well to come up with 
some constructive answers before neces- 
sity forces unwise moves which will 
cause great damage to the school program. 

If the state’s impending financial 
crisis should lead to a thorough study by 
an outside agency of the schools and 


their methods of financing, a great deal. 


might be learned. We might just learn, 
for instance, how better use could be 
made of existing funds without moving 
backward. Mr. Vandiver’s criticism on 
this score certainly is justified.

About Lawson’ Report? 


At last a tangible finding has been 
produced in the probe which Gov. Grif- 
fin appointed Roger Lawson to conduct 
into state government some time ago. 

Although dealing with but one proj- 
ect, the report reflects the type of shady 
deals and loose procedures that have 
contributed much toward placing the 
state in its present financial dilemma. 

The investigation, conducted into 
transactions involving construction of the 
new highway division headquarters at 
Jesup, pointed to. influence peddling, 
padding of bids, pay-off money, erasures 
on bids, etc. 

Testimony indicated that W.. R. 
(Bubba) Johnson, a Savannah business- 
man, was in charge of determining who 
received certain contracts. He seemed 
to have assumed the role of a one-man 
State Purchasing Department without 
official status but with ample authority 
to act. 

The upshot of the entire fiasco in- 
volving the Jesup project was that it cost 
the taxpayers at least $42,000 more than 
its architect said it should have. 

This amount perhaps is considered 


peanuts in comparison with some of the - 


other examples of waste in state govern- 
ment.

No. 89: Know Your County 
Historic Liberty Famed 
As Freedom Stronghold 


Liberty County, a southeastern coastal county, was created 
from Creek Indian lands (the colonial parishes of St. John, St. 
Andrew and St. James) in 1777, ranking sixth in order of creation. 
It was named to commemorate the patriotism of the Midway set- 
tlers who were among the state’s most uncompromising champions 
of liberty. Hinesville, the county seat, was named for the Hines 
family. 


Midway Church is one of the state’s most noted shrines. 
Founded by Puritans, the present building was erected in 1792. 
Two of the congregation—Lyman Hall and Button Gwinnett—signed 
the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Union cavalry 
used the church as a base 
in 1864 from which they 
raided the surrounding 
countryside, 


The former town of 
Sunbury was a leading 
port during the Revolution and was protected by Ft. Morris poet 
Col. John McIntosh sent his famous reply, “Come and take it,” 
a British order to surrender. It was the last Georgia fort to “sith. 
stand the British. . 


Other clashes: The Battle of Midway Church, between Ameri- 
can and British troops on Nov. 22, 1778, and the White House 
Battle, between Patriots and Tories. 


Gen. Oglethorpe founded the state’s first Masonic lodge at 
Sunbury. 


Liberty County covers 510 square miles, ranking 23rd in size. 
It originally contained McIntosh County. The county has 9,800 resi- 
dents (1957 estimate), ranking 116th in population (1950 census). 
Hinesville had 1,217 residents (1950 census). Also in the county are 
Riceboro, Flemington, Freedman, Dorchester, Seabrook, Allenhurst 
and Walthourville. Offshore are Colonel’s Island and St. Catherines 
Island. About a third of the county is in the Ft. Stewart military 
reservation and -Hinesville antiaircraft area. 


There were 607 farms, averaging 166 acres, in the county in 
1954. About 70 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 
4 per cent in harvested croplands. Main crops were peanuts, tobac-

“There is far more variation 
in standards here than in Eng- 
land, and you have this great 
conception that everybody has 
the right to a college education, 
no matter whether they are 
academically suited. 


“You're actually doing a dif- 
ferent type of job, educating 
many more people to a slightly 
lower standard. But I think per- 
haps academic standard is not 


the most important thing. Col- |

The group, now boasting a jun- 
jor and senior club with mem- 
bership numbering 50, was 
formed three years ago about 
the time ice rinks first opened 
in Atlanta. And the club mem- 
bers were almost completely 
newcomers to ice skating. 


‘Nearly half of our members 
today are just learning to 
skate,” added Mr. Siegel. “And 
the entire group is broken down 
into beginners, intermediates, 
advanced and highly advanced 
with each small group receiv- 
ing instruction from our pro, 
Fran Pappas.” 


ONCE WEEKLY 


The club meets once a week to 
conduct club business and to im- 
prove on their figure 8's 
(‘which is the basis of all fig- 
ure skating,’’ added Mr. Siegel). 

The junior club, composed of 
teens, meets on Saturday after- 
noons while the senior club 
meets Monday nights. 


The clubs have to skate two 
years to become probationary 
members and then complete two 
years on probation to receive full 
membership in the national as- 
sociation. They must fill out 
yearly reports on the skating 
they have done and the compe- 
titions held. 


Also the national association 
has nine skating tests for mem- 
bers, which require a great deal 
of time and skill to complete. 
MASQUERADE PARTIES 

Already the club has held 
masquerade parties on ice. And 
big plans are being made for 
an ice carnival in March, and 
their first testing to be held 
sometime in April when they 
can get judges down. 

Special “patch practices’’ are 
held Sundays, open to the pub- 
lic, with members putting more 
polish into their figure skating 
and dance routines. 

Club officers include Mr. Sie- 
gel; Martha Jean Curry, vice 
president; Carolyn Vaughn, sec- 
retary, and Beverly Stein, treas- 
urer. 


And now, with the recent ac- 
quisition of a clubroom at the 
rink, club members are turn- 
ing a little of their fancy work 
from skate runners to skating 
rooms. 


But with a drive under way to 
increase membership, Mr. Sie- 
gel added, ‘“‘We'd like to put all 
Atlanta on ice.”

The 
current offerings are designed 
for those who need their turkey 
now for special purposes. 


For those who don’t want tur- 
key, there are special bargains 
on pork loin, hams, leg of lamb 
and holiday items such as rock 
cornish hens and goose. If you 
are trying to save extra pennies 
for the Christmas day dinner 
and so want to scrimp a little 
this week why not try to find a 
chuck roast, they are very plen- 
tiful. 


FEW CENTS 


Lamb is a few cents a pound 


lower in some stores this week, 
while other meats remain un- 
changed. Eggs changed their re- 
cent trend and rose in price in 
some places. 


In case you're interested, sup- 
plies of soybean oil, cottonseed 
oil, peanut oil and corn oil have 
pushed shortening prices down 
to their lowest level since Jan- 
uary, 1956. The total supply of 
fats and oils available for the 
year starting October first was 
about 15 per cent larger than a 
year earlier. 


The Department of Agriculture 
predictors say supplies of win- 
ter vegetables will be greater 
than last year’s, assuming more 
normal weather prevails, partic- 
ularly in Florida. Canned vege- 
table supplies will be slightly 
larger than last season and 
frozen vegetables somewhat be- 
low a year earlier.

They include Cort- 
lands, MclIntoshes, Jonathans, 
Rhode Island Greenings, Deli- 
cious, Red Delicious, Golden De- 
licious and Rome Beauties. 


Florida citrus is of course 
back on the market in full swing, 
and most people are glad of it. 
It's moderately priced, but some 
of it is beginning to pile up in 
some markets. Limes and avo- 
cados are reasonable, along with 
California citrus and pears.

We can only hope they'll throw 
enough that we can catch some of them. 


“If this game turns into a battle of quarterbacks, we'll win. 
My boy Jimmy Dunn is 27 pounds lighter than Franklin (Dunn 
weighs 142). But pound-for-pound he’s the greatest football 
player I’ve ever coached. 


“Dunn’ll hit the home run (a favorite Woodruff expression) for 
you, and those are what win ball games. He’s been playing three 
years now and hasn’t missed a game with injury. On top of that 
he’s the best accuracy kicker in the country. 


“In three years, he has kicked 20 times out of bounds inside 
the 15, 15 times inside the 10. And it’s sort of hard nowadays for 
a team to drive 85 or 90 yards for a touchdown. . 


“He didn’t make any all-star selections, but he’s my most 
valuable player.” 

The score sheet indicates Florida is versatile and deep, with 18 
different men scoring touchdowns. 


“That’s because we've had so many injuries in the back- 
field,”” Woodruff said. “Altogether I’ve used 11 men at halfback,
